TTIHILE the Church Choir business of the Boston Musical Bureau 
%V is chiefly of a local nature, yet organists, singers and choir direct- 
ors have been placed in a number of excellent positions throughout 
the country. 

While the Boston Musical Bureau does not pretend to have better 
singers or musicians than have been previously available, it does claim 
that those in need of such musicians can reduce their labor by con- 
sulting it, and that instead of being obliged to hear a large number of 
singers, a few, perhaps three or four, whose merits have been ascertained 
by the management of the Bureau, may be selected for candidature with 
a reasonable probability of giving satisfaction ; while in places distant from 
Boston the committees can rely upon the discretion and judgment of an 
agency which has practically unlimited facilities for knowing the ability 
and circumstances of a great number of rising musicians. 

It is the desire of the Bureau to be of assistance, and it is able 
and willing to recommend musicians whose education and talent qualify 
them to fill such positions as may be offered. Correspondence for that 
purpose is solicited. Appointments can be made to hear singers at the 
rooms of the Bureau, and no charges whatever are made to the church 
committees for these services.
